B. USE OF INTERDICTION VEHICLES 

THE FIVE SPECIALLY CONSTRUCTED INTERDICTION 
VEHICLES HAVE ARRIVED IN MEXICO. ONE IS ASSIGNED TO 
CULIACAN, SINALOA; ONE TO GUADLAJARA, JALISCO; ONE 
TO URUAPAN, MICHOACAN; AND TWO ARE UNDERGOING REPAIRS 
IN MEXICO CITY. WE HAVE BEEN ADVISED THAT THE REAR 
AXLE TO THE TRAILER PART OF THE UNIT IS NOT STRONG 
ENOUGH TO SUSTAIN ROUGH ROAD CONDITIONS. THE TWO 
UNITS UNDER REPAIR IN MEXICO CITY ARE UNDERGOING 
REAR WHEEL AXLE RESTRUCTURING. WE HAVE NOT RECEIVED 
ANY STATISTICS ON ARRESTS AND SEIZURES AS A DIRECT 
RESULT OF THE USE OF THESE INTERDICTIONMUUNITS. 

G. MISSION ANALYSIS OF TRENDS 
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DESPITE THE INTENSIFIED ENFORCEMENT ACTIVITY 
AND ERADICATION, EACH OF THE THREE ZONES REPORT 
THAT OPIUM GUM US READILY AVAILABLE AND THERE DOES NOT APPEAR 
TO BE ANY SHORTAGE OF HEROIN IN WHOLE-SALE QUANTITIES. 

DEA SOURCES REPORT THAT NARCOTIC TRAFFICKERS ARE WORKING 
ON STOCK PILES FROM LAST YEAR'S CULTIVATION. 

HOWEVER, OPIUM SEIZED, BASED ON DEA INVESTIGATIONS, 

APPEARS TO BE FRESH, INDICATING RECENT PREPARATION. 

THIS WOULD INDICATE THAT EITHER THE OPIUM HAS BEEN EXTRACTED 
FROM THE FIELDS PRIOR TO DESTRUCTION OR THAT SOME FIELDS 
ARE NOT BEING DESTROYED. DEA AIRCRAFT CONDUCTING LOCATION AND 
VERIFICATIONS FLIGHTS OF OPIUM FIELDS HAVE SUBMITTED REPORTS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PARALLELING THOSE WE ARE RECEIVING FROM THE MEXICAN ERADICATION 
UNITS. THEREFORE, WE SURMISE THAT THIS OPIUM WAS HARVESTED 
PRIOR TO IANUARY 1, 1976, WHEN THE GOM'S INTENSIFIED 
ERADICATION EFFORTS BEGAN IN EARNEST. 

4. COMMENTS 

DUE TO THE URGENCY IN COMMITTING HELICOPTERS AND RESOURCES 
TO THE CRITICAL AREA OF SINALOA, DURANGO AND CHIHUAHUA, WHATEVER 
FIELDS ARE LEFT IN GUERRERO, WHICH DR. GERTZ CONSIDERS AN 
INSIGNIFICANT NUMBER, ARE NOT BEING DESTROYED. DEA ESTIMATES THERE A 
RE 

APPROXIMATELY 50 FIELDS IN THE AREA WEST OF CHILPANCINGO, 

GUERRERO. THERE IS NO EVIDENCE OF ANY OTHER CONCENTRATION 
OF OPIUM FIELDS IN THE STATE OF GUERRERO. LICENCIADO HENESTROSA, 

WHO WAS PERSONALLY SENT BY DR. GERTZ TO SUPERVISE THE 
ERADICATION EFFORTS IN THE STATE OF JALISCO, REPORTS THAT ALL 
CONCENTRATIONS OF OPIUM FIELDS IN THE STATE OF JALISCO HAVE 
BEEN DESTROYED AND HAS LEFT THE RESPONSIBILITY TO THE MFJP 
COMANDANTE TO DESTROY WHATEVER ISOLATED FIELDS REMAINED. 
LICENCIADO HENESTROSA WILL NOW MOVE TO THE STATE OF 
MICHOACAN AND PERSONALLY DIRECT ERADICATION EFFORTS. 

AFTER FINISHING IN THIS AREA, ALL AVAILABLE SPRAY HELICOPTERS 
WILL BE TRANSFERRED TO THE CULIACAN, SINALOA AREA, 

WHICH IS CONSIDERED THE MOST CRITICAL 

AT THIS TIME. IT IS ESTIMATED THAT THERE ARE 7,000 OPIUM 

FIELDS IN THE TRI STATE AREA OF SINALOA, DURANGO AND CHIHUAHUA, AND 

SOME SOURCES REPORT THAT THE NUMBER OF FIELDS COULD BE MORE 

THAN 7,000. TIME HAS BECOME AN IMPORTANT FACTOR. IF THE 

ERADICATION UNITS, SPRAY HELICOPTERS AND SOLDIERS ARE TO 

SUCCEED IN DESTROYING THE FIELDS BEFORE HARVEST, THEY MUST 

NOW DESTROY AN AVERAGE OF AT LEAST 350 FIELDS PER DAY 

FOR THE NEXT 20 DAYS. THERE ARE NUMEROUS OTHER FIELDS 

THAT HAVE BEEN PREPARED FOR PLANTING OR ARE ALREADY 

SEEDED BUT THE PLANTS HAVE NOT BROKEN GROUND. WE HAVE 
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REPORTS THAT IT HAS RAINED IN THE SOUTHERN PART OF THE 
STATE OF CHIHUAHUA WHICH COULD ASSIST IN THE RAPID 
GROWTH OF THE OPIUM PLANTS. IN TWO MONTHS MORE, WITH 
THE COMING OF SPRING, THERE WILL BE A LARGE
